S.R.O. 43. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution and of all other powers enabling him in this behalf, the 
President herein makes the following rules further to amend the Armed Forces 
Headquarters cfivil Service Rules, 1068, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Ser- 
vice (Amendment) Rules, 1971, 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of March, 
1968. 

2 In the Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Service Rules, 1968, in rule 11, 
after sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be Inserted, namely:— 

"‘(3) The selection of persons from among released Emergency Commis- 
sioned Officers and Short Service Commissioned Officers, commis- 
sioned in the Armed Forces of the Union after the 1st November, 
1 /962, for appointment to the Service against the vacancies reserved 
for them shall be made on the basis of competitive examinations 
held in accordance with .such regulations as the Government may, 
from time to time, make in consultation with the Commi.ssion.” 


Explanatory Memorandum 


The Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Service (Amendment) Rules, 1971 


It has become necessary to give retrospective effect to the above amendment 
for the following reasons, 

The AFHQ Civil Service was constituted w.e.f, 1st March, 1968 vide the AFHQ 
Civil Service Rules 1968, In the Third Schedule to these Rules, it has been 
provided inter alia that reservation of vacancies against the quota reserved for 
direct recruitment to the grades of Superintendent and Assistant, for Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes and released Emergency Commissioned Officers 
and Short Service Regular Commissioned Officers shall be in accordance with 
the rulc.s and orders issued by the Government from time to time. 


The selection of persons from among released Emergency Commissioned Offi- 
cers and Short Service Commissioned Officers, commissioned in the Armed For- 
ces of the Union after the 1st November, 1962, for appointment to the Service 
aeainst the vacancies reserved for them is to be made on the basis of competi- 
tive examinations held in accordance with such regulations ^ the Government 
mav from time to time, make in consultation with the Union PubUc Service 
Commission. Accordingly, the procedure for the competitive examinatioms, re- 
ferred to above, is being laid down in the Armed Forces Headquarters Clvi Slerv cc 
Simerintendents’ Grade (Emergency Commissioned and Short Service Commis- 
fZId oSs) (Appolntm-ent by Competitive Examination) Regulations, 1971. 
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which are at present in the formative stage, As the above mentioned Regula- 
tions are required to be formulated in pursuance of the provisions of the AI^Q 
Civil Service Rules, 1968 and no such provisions exist In the said Rules, ft is 
necessary to make provisions to this effect in the AJFHQ Civil Service Rules, 1968, 
from a retrospective date, so that regulations prescribing procedure for the con- 
duct of the competitive examinations for appointment of persons from among 
released Emergency Commissioned Offleers and Short Service Commissioned 
Officers, commissioned in the Armed Forces of the Union after the 1st Novem- 
ber, 1962, are framed in pursuance thereof. 

It is certified that the interests of no one would be pre.iudicially affected by- 
retrospective amendment of the rules.

S.R.O, 44, — In pursuance ol sub-rule (3) of rule 11 of the Armed Forces Head- 
quarters Civil Service Rule^ 1968, the Central Government, in consultation with 
the Union Public Service Commission, hereby makes the following regulations, 
namely: — 

THE ARMED FORCES HEADQUARTERS CIVIL SERVICE SUPERINTEN- 
DENTS GRADE (EMERGENCY COMMISSIONED AND SHORT SERVICE 
COMMISSIONED OFFICERS)' (APPOINTMENT BY COMPETITIVE EXAMI- 
NATION) REGULATIONS, 1971, 

1. Short title, commencement and duration. — (1) These Regultions bo 

called the Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Service Superintendents’ (j-rade 
(Emergency Commissioned and Short Service Commissioned (Officers) (Appoint- 
ment by Competitive Examination) Regulations, 1971, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

(3) Tticy shall cease to be in force on and from the 29th January, 1971, 

2. Defiinltions. — (1) In these regulations, unless the context otherwise re- 
quires, — 

(a) “available vacancies” means the vacancies in the grade of Superintendent 
of the Service which, as determined by the Central Government in accordance 
with the extant orders, are to be filled by released Emergency Commissioned or 
Short Service Commissioned Officers; 

(b) ‘Examination’ means a competitive examination for selection of released 
Emergency Commissioned or Short Service Commissioned Officers who were 
commissioned in the Armed Forces after the 1st November, 1962, for the purpose 
of filling vacancies in Class I and Class II of the All India and Central Services 
reserved for them, held at such intervals ats the Central Government may, in con- 
sultation with the Commission, from time to time, determine; 

(c) ‘list’ means the list of candidates pi-epared under regulation 8; 

(d) ‘release’ means — 

(i) release as per the scheduled year of release; 

(ii) invalidment owing to a disability attributable to or aggravated by mili- 

tary service, 

from the Armed Forces after a spell of service, and not during or at the end of 
training or during or at the end of Short Service Commission granted to cover 
the period of such training prior to being taken in actual service nor does it 
cover cases of officers released on account of misconduct, or inefficiency or at 
their own request; 

(e) ‘Scheduled Castes’ and ‘Scheduled 'Tribes’ shall have the same meaning 
as are assigned to them in clauses (24) and (26) respectively, of article 366 of 
the Constitution; 
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(f) ‘Scheduled year of release’ means — 

(i) in 30 far as it relates to the Emergency Commissioned OfflcerSj the 

year in which they are due for release in accordance with the phas- 
ed programme approved by the Government of India In the Minis- 
try of Defence; and 

(ii) in so far as it relates to the Short Service Comgiissloned Officers, the 

year in which their normal tenure of five years as Short Service 
Commissioned Officers is to expire; 

(g) ‘Service rules’ means the Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Service Rules, 
1908, 

(2) All other words and expressions used in these regulations and not defined 
herein but defined in the Service rules shall have the meanings respectively 
assigned to them in those rules. 

3. JKHdlng of Examination. — ^(1) The examination shall be conducted by the 
Commission in the manner notified by the Central Government from time to 
time. 

(2) The dates on which and the places at which the examination shall be 
held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4. Conditions of ellgiblllty.^In order to be eligible to compete at the examina- 
tion, a candidate must satisfy the following conditions, namely:— 

(i) Nationality. — (a) He must bo a citizen of India; 

or 

(b) He must belong to such categories of persons as may, from time to time, 
be notified in this behalf by the Central Government. 

(ii) AflC. — He must not have attained the age of twenty four years on the 
1st August of the year in which he joined the pre- Commission training in the 
Armed Forces or got the (Commission (where thfere was only p’ost-Commission 
training): 

Provided that an Emergency Commissioned Officer or a Short Service Com- 
missioned Officer eligible to compete under the second proviso to clause (lii) 
shall not have attained on the date aforesaid, such upper age limit, not exceed- 
ing twenty four years, as the Central Government may. having regard to the 
circximstances of the case, specify in this behalf; 

Provided further that the upper Me limit may be relaxed in respect of candi- 
dates belonging to the Scheduled (Jastes and the Scheduled Tribes and such 
other categories of persons as may froni time to time be notified in this behalf 
by the Central Government to the extent and subject to the conditions notified 
in respect of each category, 

(iii) Educational Qualiflcations.—He must had hold a degree of any University 
Incorporated by an Act of the Central or State Legislature in India or other 
educational institutions established by an Act of Parliament or declared to be 
deemed as an University under Section 3 of the University Grants (Commission 
Act. 1958 ( 3 of 1956), or of a foreign University approved by the Central Gov- 
ernment from time to time, or possess a qualification which has .been recognised 
by the Central Government for the purposes of admission to the examination: 

Provided that; — 

(a) In certain cases, the Commission may treat as qualified a candidate 

who, though not possessing the qualifications prescribed in this cla«se, 
has passed examinations conducted by other institutions of a stand- 
ard which, in the opinion of the Commission, justifies the admis- 
sion of the candidate to t’he examination; and 

(b) a candidate who is otherwise qualified but has taken a degree from 

a foreign University which is not recognised by the Central (5ov- 
ernment may also be admitted to the examination at the discretion 
of the Commission. 

Note. — A candidate who has appeared at an examination, the passing of 
which would rendei- him eligible to appear at this examination, but has not 
been informed of the result, may apply for admission to the examination. A 
candidate who intends to appear at such a qualifying examination may also 
apply provided the qualifyiM examination is completed before the commence- 
ment of this examination, ^ch candidates shall be admitted to the examina- 
tion, if otherwise eligible, but the admission would be deemed to be provisional 
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and subject to cancellation il they do not produce proof of having passed the 
qualifying examination, as soon ns possible and in any case not later than two 
months after the commencement of the exarnination; 

Provided further that an Emergency Commissioned Officer or a Short Ser- 
vice Commissioned Officer, who, when he appeared before a Services Selection 
Board as a candidate for the grant of Emergency Commission or Short Service 
Commission in the Armed Forces, was studying in a reco^ised institution, that 
is to say, a University, or an institutipn affiliated to a University, for the award 
of the educational qualification prescribed for direct recruitment to the Service, 
but who, having discontinued his studies because of joining the Armed Forces 
did not acquire such qualification, shall be eligible to compete for the reserved 
vacancies in the Service; 


5- Number ef times one can sit at an examination— (1) No candidate shall be 
permitted to compete for more than two times at the examination, the restriction 
being effective from the examination held in the year 1966; 

Provided that a candidate who had not attained the age specified in sub-regula- 
tion (ii) of regulation 4 on the 1st August of the year in which he joined the pre- 

Commission training In the Armed Forces of the Union, but had attained that age 

on the 1st Augu.st of the year succeeding the year In which he joined the pre- 
Commission training, shall be permitted to compete only once at the examination. 

Note. — A candidate shall be deemed to have competed at the examination if he 
actually appears in any one or more subjects; 

(2) Save as may be otherwise notified from time to time by the Central Gov- 
ernment in the official Gazette. — 

(i) a candidate who is eligible to take only one chance must take the ex- 
amination held in the year preceding the year of his release; 

(11) a candidate who is eligible to take two chances must take the examina- 
tions held in the year preceding the year of his release and the year 

of his release. 


6. Disqualification for admission to examination — Any attempt on the part of a 
candidate to obtain support for his candidature by any nneans may be held by the 
Commission to disqualify him for admission to the examination. 

7. Commission's decision to be final — The decision of ihe Commission as to the 
eligibility or otherwise of the candidate for admission to the examination shall be 
final and no candidate to whom a certificate of admission ha.s not been issued by 
the Comml.sslon shall be admitted to the examination. 


a. Commission to forward list of successful candidates.— The Commission shall 
forward to the Government of India, in the Cabinet Secretariat (Deartment of 
Per.sonnel), a list arranged in order of merit, of the candidates who have qualified 
by such standards as the Commission mav determine, and of the candidate.s belong- 
ing to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Trlbe.s who, though not qualified 
by that standard, are declared by the Commission to be suitable for appointment 
to the Service with due regard to the maintenance of efficiency of administration; 
and the said li.st shall also be published for general Information. 

9. Appointment of candidates. -(1) Subject to the provisions of regulations 10, 
11, 1,'j and 14, candidates shall be considered for appointrnent to the re.served 
vacancies in the order in which their names appear in the list. 


(2) If on the results of the examination, sufficient number of qualified candi- 
dates is not available to fill the reserved vacancies, the unfilled vacancies shall be 
treated as unreserved and shall be filled on the results of the competitive examina- 
tion referred to in the Third Schedule to the Service rules but a corresponding 
number of vacancies shall be carried forward to the next succeeding year; 


Provided that no vacancies shall be carried forward beyond the 28th January, 
1971 If the number of qualified candidates is greater than the number of vacan- 
cies reserved for the released Emergency Commissioned and Short Service Com- 
missioned Officers, the names of those who are not appointed shall be kept on the 
waiting list or lists for appointment against the quota of vacancies reserved for 
them in the succeeding year or years: 

Provided further that the vacancies notified to the Commission for l^ffig filled 
by Emergency Commissioned Officers and Short Service Commissioned Officers on 
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the basis of an examination, the notice for which is issued before the 28th Janu- 
ary, 1971, may be filled on the basis of the results of that examination even after 
the aforesaid date. 

(3) The total number of vacancies reserved for the released Emergency Com- 
missioned and Short Service Commissioned Officers and for the memoers of the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes under any rule or order for the time 
being in force shall not exceed in any year 50 per cent of the total number of 
vacancies to be filled In that year through the competitive examination and selec- 
tion referred to in the Third Schedule to the Service rules, 

10. Reservation of vacancies to members of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes. — (1) Available vacancies shall be reserved for candidates who are members 
of the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes, In accordance with the orders 
issued by the Central Government in thLs behalf from time to time. 

(2) In filling the vacancies so reserved, candidates who are members of the 
Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes shall be considered for appointment In 
the order in which their names appear in the list irrespective of their relative rank 
as compared with other candidates. 

11. DlsauaUflcattons for appointment.— No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a 

spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage- 

with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the service; 

Pr-ovided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the ma.rrlage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

12 Candidates to be debarred from admission to examination, employment, etc. 
In certain circumstances.— A candidate who Is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated document or docu- 
ments which have been tampered with or of making statements which are incorrect 
or false or of suppressing material information or of using or attempting to use 
unfair means in the examination haU or of misbehaviour in the examination hall 
or otherwise resorting to any other Irregular or improper means for obtaining 
admission to the examination may, in addition to rendering himself liable to 
criminal prosecution: — 

(a) be debarred either permanently or for a specified period;— 

(I) by the Commission from admission to any examination or for appearing 

at any interview held by the Commission for selection of candidates; 

and 

(II) by the Central Government from employment under them; 

(b) be liable to dlsclpUnary action under the appropriate rules governing them, 
if he i-s already in service under the Government. 

13 Candidates found medically unfit not to be appointed to Service. -No candi- 
date shall be appointed to the Service who after such medical examination, as the 
Central Government may prescribe, is not found to be in good mental or bodily 
health and' free from any mental or physical defect likely to mteriere with the 
discharge of the duties of the Service. 

14. Power of Central Government to make enquiries with regard to the sult- 
ahlUtv of candidate for appointment.— The inclusion of a candldate’c name In the 
list confers no right to appointment, unless the Central Giovernment is satisfied, 
after -such enquiry a.s It may consider necessary, that the candidate is suitable in 
all respects for appointment to the Service.
